Crowds Witness Revival 
Of Motorboat Racing 


Program of Stunt Flying Precedes First Re-| 
gatta Held.on River Here in 
Eight Years. 


After an absence of eight years, 
motor boat racing was revived on 
the Mississippi River here yester- 
day afternoon in a gala program 
in which speed boats, cruisers and 
airplanes performed before thou- 
sands of spectutora who crowded 
the waterfront. The levee for 
more than a mile and a quarter 
was densely thronged with auto- 
mobiles and both the Free Bridge 
and the Eads Bridge served as gal- 
leries for the interested spectators. 

At a few minutes after 2 o'clock, 
the harbor boat, Erastus Wells, 
loaded with judges, timers and oth- 
er officials, together with a battery 
of reporters and some fortunate 
spectators, pulled out from shore 
and anchored in midstream off the 
foot of Oliv estreet. The races were 
run with the Erastus Wells as the 
starting point. The course lay be- 
tween the boat and the St. Louis 
shore, running upstream to a point 
beyond Eads Bridge and thence 
down stream to a pylon below the 
Municipal Bridge, finishing again 
alongside the Erastus Wells. The 
completed circle covered two and 
a half miles. 


Stunt Flying Exhibition. 

The program started with an ex- 
hibition of stunt flying by air- 
Planes from Lambert and _ Scott 
Fields. Im addition to the usual 
aerial acrobatics, such as tail spins 
and somersaults, the aviators pro- 
vided an exceptional thrill by fly- 
ing under the bridges. 

The first race for cruisers over a 
five-mile course was ea:''y won by 
the Black Hawk, owned by Stanley 
Moon and Ed Serrano, which cov- 
ered the distance in 15 minutes 26 
and 2-5 seconds. The Black Prince, 
owned bs W, D. Crowell, the only 
other entrant, was second by al- 
nost 30 sec nds.

Protestant Domination.

WASHINGTON, June 29.---W. H. 
Lamar, a Maryland Democrat, with 


law offices in Washington, former- 
ly, under President W ilson, an As- 
sistant Attorney-General and So0- 
licitor of the Postoffice Depart- 
ment, has written a searching an- 
alysis of the political conditions 
created by the rise of the ‘Anti- 
Saloon League and its alliance, as 
he believes, with Protestant Church 
organizations. 

A Southern United States Sen- 
ator wrote to Lamar, asking him 
whether, in his judgment, there was 
any “real danger of the control of 
this Government by religious or- 
ganizations, and if so, what organ- 
izations.” Prefacing his reply with 
the statement that he himself is a 


capable of repairing armor or mans | 


Methodist, born and reared in Ala- 
, bama, Lamar wrote to the inquir- 
ling Senator: 

i “My answer is that the country 
is now in the control of Protestant 
organiaztions as effectually as the 
Roman Catholic Church ever con- 
trolled any country. This has been 
brought about almost entirely 
through the, machination of the 
Anti-Saloon League, which fur- 
nishes the ‘master minds’ and di- 
rects these church forces. It also 
furnishes good paying jobs to its 
leaders and ‘key men,’ It manipu- 
lates the greatest religious autoc- 
ft known, unless it be Moham- 
medanism, to whig¢h it bears a 
striking resemblance in its politi- 
cal operations. 

Wheeler’s Great Power. 

“Wayne B. Wheeler, general 
counsel of the league, by reason 
of the fact that he is assumed to 
represent ‘the wishes of most of 
our Protestant people, exercises to- 
day, a greater power over the des- 
tinies of this nation than any Cath- 
olic Cardinal, assigned to a royal 
European court, ever did in the 
past.’’ 

From the beginning, according 
to the writer, it was the policy of 
the Antisaloon League to draft 
ministers into its service. at lucra- 
tive salaries, with the result that 
the pulpits of Protestant churches 
began to be used for the spreading 
of the league's propaganda, first 
by the ministers themselves and 
later by agents of the league who 
were not ordained ministers. 

“So prohibition,” continues the 
letter, “became a religious ques- 
tion throughout the country. This 
contrary to the law of nature and 
in the teeth ‘of the teachings of the 
Holy Writ as many of us under- 
stand it. In this connection it may 
not be amiss to say that ‘large 
sums of money are reputed to have 
been contributed to this league by 
great industrial concerns with the 
purely mercenary motive of getting 
greater returns from their em- 
ployes through the control of their 
personal habits by law.” 


Recalls Anderson’s Activities. 


Lamar recalls that about 25 
years ago the Protestant churches 
of Maryland were opened for ad- 
dresses by William H. Anderson, 
then the superintendent of the 
Antisaloon League of that State, 
who was “not an ordained min- 
ister, but a paid lawyer handling 
the cause of a private corporation, 
such as this league is known by 
the public records of Ohio to be.” 
This is the Anderson who was re- 
cently sent to jail in New York for 
turning league funds to his per- 
sonal use. 

“There was primarily,”  pro- 
ome Lamar, “a natural hostility

new building, erected “directly 
across the street from the Capitol 
Bullding,” at a cost of $760,000, to 
“promote the cause of temperance, 
prohibition and public morals on @ 
national and international scale.”

State Highway Financing. 
Te the Balter of the Post-Diapatch. 
N a récent dispatch to your paper 


from Jefferson City, ft notéd the hér- 
alding of a triumph of économy on the 
part of the Fund mmission in shert- 
ening the maturity of cértain road bonds 
over the opposition of the State High- 
way Commission. (There was a differ- 
ence of views, resulting in a compro- 
mise Whose tefideficy I still fear. 

I wish to stréss a few simple fact6, 
@olely that the people may understand 
What stich a coursé may mean to the 
future. 

Initiative Proposal No. 6 enacted into 
law at the genéral @lection, November, 
1924, provided for speeding up expen- 
diture of the $6@000,000 bond money 
and added to the road révénue. Part 
of this was to providé always avaliable 
and adéquate funds for maintenance, 
chiefly through thé so-called @asoline 
tax, whose procééds ara hot undér the 
| various lawful liens tmposéed on the 
: State atitomobilée licénse fees. Tod much 

stress cannot be laid on the danger of 
any policy that might divert this fund 
from purposes of miaintenance. 

Advancing the spending of the $60,- 
000,000 bonds méaht an incréage in the 
road fund for intérest. This fntérest is 
not always the same, since it must vary 
from year to year with the amount of 
outstanding bonds. It was not thé pur- 
pose to pay In excess of an average of 
$2,000,000 a year on principal, accord- 
ing to the 30-year plan undér which 
the $60,000,000 bonds weré authorized 
in 1820. To keep up systematic build- 
ing, adjustments must be madé for thé 
high interest years. There cannot be 
absolute uniformity in this. But there 
is a paramount reason why maturities 
of the bonds cannot be hasténed be- 
yond the provisions of law. The éxtra 
revenue sought to be provided, by In- 
itiate Statute No. 6 in 1924 was t6 com- 
plete the 7640-mile system without vot- 
ing more bonds or levying a direct 
property tax. 

If the @xtra road revenue is uséd to 
pay off bonds sooner thah calculated, 
how can the systém be completed With- 
out more bonds of a tax lévy, unless 
postponed for a long time? It is to

_ Séeretary Mellon's position is well understood. He 
‘is strong for reducing the surtaxes. He contends 
that by lowering the rates on big incomes the Gov- 
ernment’s reyénue will be increased. That was the 
basic idea of the famous Mellon plan which Congress 
rejected last year after a prolonged, acrimonious de- 
bate, 

The present revenue act, it will be reeatied, was 
not what the administration wanted. It was not 
what’ business wanted. It was condemned severely 
by the spokesmen and publicists of business. Con- 


ment, had scorned the President's recommendation, 
had repudiated a scientific scheme of taxation and, 
by the fusion of the Democrats and the La Follette 
bloc In the House, had forged a demagogic bill which 
ignored sound principles. The unpardonable offense 
of that fusion bill was that it reduced the taxes on 
emall incomés. That wicked featufe, it was predict 
ed, was going to let us in for all sorts of trouble. 
That is precisely what it has not done. That mis- 
erable, headstrong, radical measure has turned out 
to bé a horn of plenty. It has yielded a golden 
abundance. Uncle Sam has prospered so that he is 
able again to cut down prices. 
In the light of that experience public opinion, we 
venture, will look kindly on another act of the samé 
kind. This is not to say that the rates on big in- 
comes will not bé reduced. They otight to be and 
likely will be, if expressions of sentiment from vari- 
ous political sources are a reliable index. 
What the countfy wants, of course, is the best reve- 
nue act that can be framed: an act that will reduce 
éverybody’s taxes as far as they can be reduced. But 
the Melion plan of reducing the taxes 9h wealth and 
thereby increasing thé revenue is a theory, while the 
plan of reduéing taxes on small Incomes is a prac- 
tice which, in actual operation, ha&’ made good. And 
there ought to be no mistaké about the substantial re- 
lief furnished moderate incomes by the present rev- 
enue act.. That relief has turned a big stream. of 
money ifto the chanhels of trade. It has greatly in- 
creased the American people's purchasing power. It 
has thus served business well. The surplus which 
had made another tax reduction possible is the vin- 
dication of the statesmanship and coufage of the 
men who wrote the present revenue act. It ought to 
be an inspiration to them to frame an act which 
Will émbody the principle of equity on which income 
taxation is predicated. That principle is this: In- 
comes should be taxed according to ability to pay. 
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BANISH THE “BANKRUPTCY RING.” 

The administration of bankrupt estates by the Fed- 
eral courts has for years béen a prolific source of cor- 
ruption, abuse and scandal. More than any other 
single catise, ‘with the possible exception of strike in- 
junctions, it has tended to briig the Federal bench 
The recent cases of Judge English 
of East St. Louis and Judge Ross of Tennessee are 
by ho méans thé only éxaimples. It is a situation 
that calls for reformation, yet which offers formida- 
ble difficulties. : ’ 
Hope for improvement is offered chiefly through 
the bill drafted atid introduced in the last Congress 
by Senator Walsh Of Montana, and described in Sun- 
day's Post-Dispatch, To a large extent it would ren- 
der difficult the operation of “bankruptcy rings,” 
such as that éxposed ih East St. Louis—although a 
moré direct remedy for the “milking” of bankrupt | 
estates by such rings lies, it is pointed out, in great- 
er vigilance on the part of the créditors, even though 
such watchfulness bring down the familiar charge of 
“agitator,” “disturber” and “crank.” The bill aims 
also at the evils of: collusive bankruptcy, confessedly 
easy under thé present 27-yéar-old law. 

It is difficult t& see how the administration of 
bankrupt estates can be removed from the Federal 
courts. Somebody “has to take charge of them. But 
the Walsh bill promises to lessen the temptations and 
minimize the opportunities for abuse. The next Con- 
gress should pass it. The ultimate answer, of course, 
is the appointment-to the Federal bench of lawyers gf 
proven virtue and-ability, not mere political prote-

KATO SPEAKS. f 

Viscount Kato, Prime Minister of Japan, is not only 
one of the wisest and mellowést of the world’s states 
men; few others have larger backgrounds; few have 


though Kato, born of a Samurai family in 1860, and 
reared among all the fetiches Japanese national- 
iam, is a patriot to the core, his international out- 
look is essentially that of the hew statesmanship. 
He ts an advocate of peace, of the League of Nations, 
of the settlement of disputes around the conference 
table. 

It would be most inspiriting to believe that the 
ideas he expressed in an interview with Edward Price 
Bell in Sugday’s Post-Dispatch were entirely those 
of Japan. Surely, if they were, the much-discussed 
Yellow Peril would ceasé instantly to be a bogey. 
Even granting, however, that Kato’s ideas are a little 
in advanee of his countrymen who toil in the rice 
fields and in the marts of Tokio, there. can be no 
question of his great influence for concord, especially 
between the United States and Japan. 
Pointing to a peace of three centuries, unbroken 
save for the war with Russia and that with Germany, 
Kato wonders who cah doubt Japan's peaceful dis- 
position. Stressing the devotion of Japanese for 
their homeland, hé laughs out of court the suggestion 
that Japan is directing covetous glances, towards our 
Pacific possessions. Japan is crowded, yes, but not 
to the point of saturation. There is still room for 
the increasing population in this country where land 
is sold and cultivated, not by the.acre, but by the 
square. foot. | 
Kato explains the demonstration against the 
Américan law excluding Japanese from this country 
on the grounds of sentiment. Japan, as & nation 
which has prised its traditional friendship with the 
United States, and which has drunk deeply of.Amer- 
ican learning, governmental methods ahd culture, was 
wounded by the exclusion Igw, but rot to the point of 
general national hostility/ In addition to other 
reasons for friendship, Kato calls atténtion-to the 
fact that the United States is one of Japan’s Dest cus- 
tomers, and Japah realizes the foolhardiness of break- 
ing with a nation which buys annually moéré than 
$250,000,000 worth of Japanese silk alone. 
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THE LEAGUE AS THE WORLD'S DOCTOR. 


In a review, just published, of the Rockefellar 
Foundation’s activities last year President Vincent 
commends the League of Nations for the séfvicé to 
health which it is rendering. Through the health 
agencies which the Leagué has assembled valuable 
medical and hygienic information t& published 
throughout the world. 
A livelier appreciation of what thé League is doink 
in this department may be had from that part of Dr. 
Vincent’s report dealing with the persistent legend 
that “rural life is inherently wholesomé and healthy,” 
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in the strait-jacket of reaction. She will have plenty Ri om 


a firmer grasp of international affairs. Moreover, al- |; 
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and that people in the country are healthiér than city 
people afe. Investigation shatters that notion. The 
hatural advantages of the rural district ate méré than 
offset by the better health protection afforded the city 
dweller. 
This fact is of especial interést now because of 
the scarcity of physicians in rural areas. The coun- 
try doctor is disappearing. It is impérative, there- 
fore, that the health safeguards of thé cities be ex- 
tended to the country. That is being dohe. We learn 
from Dr. Vincent that the Rockefeller Foundation, 
through machinery operated by the League, con- 
tributed directly last year to 83 county budgets in 
22 of our own states, and that substantial assistance 
was also given to Brazil, Canada, Czecho-Slovakia and 
France. 

It is @ fair assutiption that in this field of public 
welfare the League's setvice will grow in Both mag- 
nitude and value With the years.

Every 
feminine college faculty in the land is endangéred 
and wé.face wholesale resignations from chairs of 
Latin, Greek, domestic economy and comparative re- 
ligions.
